The committee appoint- 
ed to canvass for subscriptions to the 
capital stock of the association reported 
that all the stock, which amounts to 85,- 
000, or 200 shares at $25 each, had been 
taken. The incorporates of the associa- 
tion will be J. H. Pickrell, J. H. Potts, 
Wm. Brown, D. W. Smith and S. E. Pra- 
ther. The Short-Horn beef and dairy- 
breed of cattle is disseminated more ex- 
tensively throughout the world than any 
other breed, and for ages has increased in 
general favor.

A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Jebu Gillesple, a Wabash Switchman, 


Falls from e. Car and Is Killed. 


From Saturkay'f DaUy. 


This forenoon, between 
11 and 12 


o'clock, a frightful accident occurred at 
the College street crossing of the Wabash, 
St. Louis & Pacific lailwny, three blocks 
west of the target.. The victim was Jehu 
Gillespie, in his 19th year, who was a son 
of Henry Gillespie, who with lu's family 
of eight persons resides on Edward street, 
within a block of the scene of the catas- 
trophe. Young Gillespie was a member 
of the switch crew with engine 131, and 
was fissisting in transferring a number of 
freight cars. He was seated on a brake 
on top of a car when the engine in charge 
of George Sanders gave a sudden jerk, 
which caused Gillespie to lose his bal- 
ance and he fell down between the moving 
cars, his head first striking a rail and the 
wheelsof several cars pnssingover his body 
The head and one arm were crushed. 
Death must have been instantaneous.— 
The upper portion of the body wns badly 
mangled. A crowd collected in a short 
:ime to learn the details of the sad mishap 
ind look upon the remains of the unfor- 
;unate young man, whose father and 
mother with their weeping children gath- 
ered about, stood 100 yards distant nt 
their home, their eyes filled with tears 
md their hearts nearly broken with grief. 


Young GiLIespie hns been connected 


with railroads for several years, but had 
been in the employ of the Wabash but 
.wo days. An inquest wns held nud a ver- 
dict of accidental death returned. 


Miss WHITE, aged about 30 yearn, a 


niece of Col. K.A. White, is at the pest 
house, afflicted with a mild attack of 
mall pox. The lady came here from the 
sast on a visit, and was ill but two days 
it the Central House when the attending 
physician discovered the cause of her 


kucss as stated. Miss White was re- 


moved to the pest house on yesterday at- 
ernoon. There is no occasion for the 
east alarm, as every necessary precaution 
iaa been taken by Mr. White and the au- 
thorities to prevent a spread of the dis- 
ease. The patient is being cared for by 
a lady attendant and by the young man 
Beadles, engaged at the expense of Mr. 
White. It is thought the piitiont con- 
tracted the disease wliile at Champaign, 
or oa a. recent visit to Michigan.

Vennor's Predictions for the Sum- 
mer. 


VMniufs 
WeaOier BitUetui for Hay. 


1. A season that will merit the 


designation of cool to cold and wet, 
generally. Not that there will not 
be terms of summer warmth and even 
intense heat for periods, but, rather, 
that these last will appeal- in the 
retrospect as of but comparative sig- 
nificance, or as the exceptions to the 
general rule. 


2. The season will be marked by 


not only great precipitation, but by 
a mugginess of atmosphere generally, 
caused by the reeking condition of 
the earth and the long continuance 
of clouded sky. 
This will result in 


periods of extreme sultriness and 
heavy weather, during which the 
thunder and hail-storms will occur. 
In other words, the Summer will be 
the reverse of clear and dry. 


3. There is a likelihood of June 


and August frosts in Northern, West- 
ern and Southern sections, and a 
general cold wave may occur toward 
midsummer. 


4. The Autumn months will con- 


tinue moist. September will proba- 
bly give rains and flood* in Western 
Canada and in western and southern 
sections of tbe United States. Oc- 
tober will be much the same, with 
early cold and snow falls. Novem- 
ber will begin the Winter of 1882-3 
—a Winter likely to be memorable 
on accourt of its exceptionally heavy 
snow-falls and very cold weather over 
the whole Northern 
Hemisphere. 


That "a cold and wet Summer is in- 
variably followed by a cold and 
stormy Winter," is a" truth now so 
well proven and borne out by the 
testimony of past records that we 
cannot lightly put it aside ; and if 
wo have good and sufficient grounds 
for predicting tho former—as we 
most assuredly have at this time—it 
is but right that we should warn the 
people of the latter in good season. 


Fifth and last—The approaching 


season will probably be the first of a 
couple of wet Summers, and, as 1882 
is, so is 1883 likely to be.

CANNON, who was 


"bounced"' out of the house of rep- 
resentatives the other day. recently 
denied that tho Mormon Church held 
to the doctrine of a "blood atone- 
ment" in the sense of saving men's 
souls by shedding their blood by the 
authority of the church. On this 
subject the great head of the church 
of the Latter Day Saints, tbe late 
Brigham Young, said in a sermon in 
1857 


I could refer yon to plenty of in-

I have known a great 
many men who have left this church 
for whom there is no chance what- 
ever for exaltation, but if their blood 
had been spilled it would have been 
better for them. Tho wickedness and 
ignorance of the nations forbid this 
principle being in full force; but tliy 
time will come when the law of God 
will bo in full force.

needs help, help him. If ho wants 
salvation, and if it is necessary to 
to spill his blood upon the ground in 
order that he may bo saved, spill it. 


JEFFERSON DAVIS was called upon 


to address the Southern Historical 
Society at Now Orleans, and exhibit- 
ed his usual anxiety to stir up anoth- 
er rebellion if possible. 
The report 


of his remarks reads: 


"As for me—I speak only for my- 


self—our cause was so just,so sacred, 
that had I known all that has come 
to pass, had I known what was to be 
inflicted upon me. all that my coun- 
try was to suffer, all that our'poster- 
ity was to endure.

grave of our cause to speak to you 
on a subject which revives the mem- 
ories of that period, and to speak 
with that forbearance which the oc- 
sion requires."

THE doctors, who are seldom found 


in harmony, except to agree to disa 
gree, are still advertising Dr. Bliss, 
of theGarfield bulletins, which thrust 
him forward before the country-daily 
for three months. It is now asserted 
that Bliss forced himself into the 
case without being requested to take 
charge of it by either General or Mrs. 
Garfield, and that he was not the 
chosen medical attendant of the late 
President. 
A recent card published 


by Mrs. Garfiuld sustains this view 
of the case, which places Dr. Bliss in 
an unprofessional light.

again visible in South America. Some 
Brazilians in Uruguay complain of 


i maltreatment, and, besides dispatch- 
ing an envoy to Montevideo to de- 
mand redress, Brazil is concentrating 
an army on the frontier to enforce 
the demand. Uruguay is reported 
as preferring a fight to an apology, 
and as raising an army to protect her 
frontier, besides preparing to fortify 
Montevideo. 
At this rate Uruguay- 


is in a fair way to have her hands 
full of international difficulties.

addition to Brazil's grievance, which 
grows out of the impressment of for- 
ty of Doin Pedro's subjects into the 
army, for outrages on others, and for 
crossing the Brazilian frontier 
in 


pursuit of a fugitive, Uruguay has 
an affair to settle with Italy of a very 
grave character. 
Two Italians a't 


Montevideo, being unjustly suspected 
of a murder and robbery subsequent- 
ly proven to have been committed by 
an ex-policeman of that city, were 
subjected to awful tortures to "induce 
them to confess to a crime of which 
they were innocent, and the Italian 
Minister, having in vain demanded 
the punishment of the torturers and 
tho responsible officials, besides a 
money indemnity of $80,000 to the 
maimed and crippled victims, broke 
oft'diplomatic relations on tbe 2oth 
of March. 
The Spanish Minister has 


an unsatisfied claim for reparation in 
a case of torture and murder of a 
Spaniard, and the French seek satis- 
faction for the murder of a French 
sailor by tho 
Montevideo police. 


There is small chance for the badly- 
governed Republic to escape a disas- 
trous reckoning for so formidable a 
list of grievances. 


Gov. PHISTEIJ, of Maine, is at- 


tempting to punish Judge Libbey, of 
the supreme court of that state,' for 
his refusal_ to sanction the Garcelon 
steal in 1870. 
The Judge's term has 


just expired, and although be is a 
democrat, and his reappointment has 
been requested by the bar of the 
whole state, the governor stubbornlv 
refuses to reappoint him. 
The Es"- 


ecutive Council, which must confirm 
all appointments, declines, although 
it is republican, to be a party to 
Judge Libbey's degradation, and has 
already rejected one of the governor's 
nominees for the place. It has anoth- 
er nomination now before it, which 
will doubtless share the same fate.
